NoTES OF GENERAL INTEREST 


Geological Survey Bulletin 392 is of present-day ~ practicality. 
Under the title Commercial deductions from comparisons of gasoline 
and alcohol tests on internal-combustion engines, it tabulates and 
discusses 2000 tests made in Government plants at Norfolk, Va., and 
St. Louis, Mo. 

Affairs in the Kongo, 61st Congress, 1st session, Senate doc. 147, 
is a compilation of correspondence in the State Department, trans- 
mitted by Secretary Knox, “in view of the general public interest in 
the subject.” 

The Navy and Marine Corps list and directory for November, 
1909, can be obtained only from the Superintendent of Documents 
at 10c. single copy, and $1.00 for yearly subscription. 

Another contribution to the great and growing mass of Alaskan 
literature is Professional paper 64 of the United States Geological 
Survey, which describes the physiography, glacial geology, and areal 
geology of the Yakutat Bay region. 

Farmers’ bulletin 380 is a compend of the latest information con- 
cerning the loco-weed disease, which is such a plague to the stock 
growers of the Western States. 

A report on the feasibility and advisability of some policy to 
inaugurate a system of rifle practice throughout the public schools 
of the country is all of the title of a brief report signed by Generals 
Wingate and Critchfield, in which it is reeommended that schoolboys 
of 138 and upward be taught marksmanship. This is one of the 
public questions which seem to have two sides and discussion may 
be expected to follow this publication. The report is made to the 
Rifle Practice Promotion Board. 

Labor Bureau Bulletin 82, dated May, 1909, now issued, contains 
an important paper of 168 pages, by Frederick L. Hoffman, under 
the title Mortality from consumption in occupations exposed to 
municipal and general organic dust. This is the report often spoken 
of as “consumption in the dusty trades.” 

Labor Bureau Bulletin 83, the latest one issued, has a special 
article on the women’s trade union movement in Great Britain. 

The 7th edition of Immigration laws and regulations, of July 1, 
1907, approved Oct. 7, 1909, has been issued. It contains a new 
rule, no. 48, and amendments to three other rules. 

The Quartermaster-General of the Army has issued a small 
brochure on the Stars and stripes, giving the history of the national 
flag, the forms in which it is now made, the uses to which it is put, 
‘and how to make it. 
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The Commissioner of Labor has issued, and will also include in 
his annual report, a compilation of the Laws relating to compensa- 
tion for industrial accidents in foreign countries, thus affording 
opportunity for comparison with our own recent national legislation 
on the same subject. 

Uniform system of accounts for gas corporations and electric 
corporations in the District of Columbia, as prescribed by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, and issued by the Statistics and 
Accounts Bureau, has also on its cover the words “ First issue.” 
The implication is clear that further information on the same 
subject is to be forthcoming. 

Forestry in nature study is the title of a new special circular 
issued by the Experiment Stations Office, for the benefit of teachers 
of nature study in the younger grades of the public schools. 

The annual report of the executive committee of the Board of 
Regents of the Smithsonian Institution, 1909, contains the corre- 
spondence and proceedings concerning Col. Roosevelt’s African 
expedition. It appears that the funds of the Smithsonian are not 
depleted in any way by the expedition. Col. Roosevelt pays his 
own expenses and those of his son, while the cost of the scientific 
part of the enterprise is borne by generous friends of the Institu- 
tion. The report states that the contributions made to the National 
Museum by the expedition are worth thousands of dollars. 

Chemistry Bureau Circular 16, revised, is a new list of the offi- 
cials charged with the enforcement of the food laws in the United 
States and Canada. 

There is a new index to Farmers’ bulletins, indexing numbers 
326-350. 

The chinch bug has lately been making alarming demonstrations. 
Entomology Bureau Circular 1138 tells about it. 

Forest Service Bulletin 78, Wood preservation in the United 
States, tells how the life of wood may be prolonged and sketches 
the general principle of wood preservation and its status in the 
United States at the present time. 

The annual report of the president of Howard University for 
1909 shows that this institution for the education of colored people, 
located in Washington, has 1,091 students, coming from 34 States 
and Territories and from other islands and countries as follows: 
Africa, 4; British West Indies, 60; Canada, 1; Haiti, 1; India, 1; 
Panama, 1; Porto Rico, 4; Santo Domingo, 1; South America, 7. 
The University graduated 128 students in 1909. 

The 2d edition of American ephemeris and nautical almanac for 
1910 has been issued, and is sold by the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments at $1.00 a copy in cloth binding. 

Farmers’ bulletin 375 is another work of Mrs. Mary H. Abel, 
who has written for the Agriculture Department several useful 
publications on various branches of household economy. Her 


present subject is Care of food in the home. She presents in. 


popular form not only the results of practical experience and of 
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special tests made for the uses of this bulletin, but also the latest 
results of chemical and bacteriological research. The chances are 
that this will prove to be one of the most popular and useful of 
the whole extensive Farmers’ bulletin series, now numbering almost 
400 separate publications. 

The National Monetary Commission has printed a list of the publi- 
eations relating to the subject it has under consideration. Some 
of these are already in press, others to be printed later. In all 
fifty-two volumes are thus listed. 

A third edition has been issued of The army horse in accident 
and disease. This manual was prepared for the use of students in 
the Army Training School for Farriers and Horseshoers, but it 
has proved to be very popular with civilian horse owners. It is 
sold by the Superintendent of Documents at 50c. a copy. 


A PATRIOTIC PUBLICATION 


Mr. Sonneck, chief of the Division of Music in the Library of 
Congress, has prepared, and the Library of Congress has published, 
a volume relating to the four most popular American patriotic 
songs, Star-spangled banner, Hail Columbia, America, and Yankee 
Doodle, which will be sold by the Superintendent of Documents, 
cloth bound, at 85c. a copy. 

It gives the various versions, of both text and music, which 
have attended the historic evolution of these songs, with critical 
examination of the literature and evidence relating to them, pre- 
senting also numerous facsimile productions of early texts. 

It is valuable as a record, entertaining as literature, and inspiring 
in its appeal to patriotic sentiment. 


BLUE BOOK OF 1909 


The Official register of the public service of the United States, 
issued in every odd-numbered year and popularly known as the 
“blue book,” has been issued for 1909. Volume 1, containing the 
names, pay, etc., of the members of all branches of the public 
service except the postal service, is sold by the Superintendent of 
Documents at $1.25 a copy. Volume 2, containing the information 
concerning the postal service, will be sold at the same price. 


MINE RESCUE WORK 


The United States Geological Survey has issued a leaflet descrip- 
tive of the mine rescue work which it is carrying on at its mine- 
accidents station in Pittsburg. The work began in July, 1908, an 
appropriation of $150,000 then becoming available for this purpose. 
Mine-accident stations have also been established at the University 
of Illinois and at Knoxville, Tenn. Others will be established. 

A part of this work is the testing of explosives, so that those least 
likely to ignite poisonous gases or coal dust may be used. Another 
is the training of rescue corps, who by wearing oxygen helmets and 
carrying portable electric lamps can enter mines filled with poison- 
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ous gases. Each rescue corps carries a resuscitating cabinet, which 
consists of cylinders charged with oxygen, a flexible breathing bag, 
a flexible tube, and a hood that fits over the mouth and nostrils of 
the miner who may have been asphyxiated by the gases evolved by 
a mine explosion and whose resuscitation the members of the rescue 
strive to effect. 

In view of the fact that the percentage of miners killed is larger 
in this country than in any other, being from two to four times as 
great as in any European country, the importance of this effort of a 
Government bureau to put mine rescue-work on a scientific basis is 
evidently great. 


CONFERENCE OF GOVERNORS 


Proceedings of a conference of governors in the White House, 
Washington, D. C., May 13-15, 1908, listed in Monthly catalogue, 
April, 1909, p. 570, is a public document of nearly 500 pages, in cloth 
binding, sold by the Superintendent of Documents at 75c. a copy. 
The November number of the Journal of political economy, issued 
from the University of Chicago press, reviewed this document in the 
following words: “A complete verbatim report of the proceedings 
of the important conference called by President Roosevelt to con- 
sider the question of the conservation of our natural resources is 
here made available. Some of the speeches are of permanent value, 
and if one has the patience to search he may learn many important 
facts from their perusal. But the more essential and important 
results of the conference are to be found in the crystallizing of pub- 
lic opinion and the impetus to action consequent upon the gathering, 
rather than in the record of the speeches there delivered.” 


INDEX TO THE LAWS 


Index analysis of the Federal statutes, together with a table of 
repeals and amendments, listed in Monthly catalogue, October, 1908, 
p. 162, is a public document of nearly 1400 quarto pages, in buck- 
ram binding, sold by the Superintendent of Documents at $2.50 a 
copy. The November number of the American political science re- 
view, issued by Johns Hopkins University, published this review of 
the Index analysis: 

“Tt is a hopeful sign that the making of this index, instead of 
being treated, as is usually done, as mere clerical work, was com- 
mitted to trained and expert hands. . The working out of a well- 
ordered plan of headings and subheadings involves a systematic 
analysis of the whole body of statutory material. Such an index as 
this may therefore well be looked upon as a first step in the scien- 
tific treatment of legislation. 

“It is impossible to form a judgment of the completeness or 
accuracy of an index except by long-continued tests, but a relatively 
brief period of use may give a fair idea of the general economy and 
convenience of its arrangement, and the impression produced by this 
volume is extremely favorable. 
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“The elaborate system of headings, subheadings, and cross-refer- 
ences, and its use, is explained by the authors in a table of directions 
which is interspersed through the volume at irregular but frequent 
intervals. The index of the popular names of statutes which is 
placed at the end of the volume will be found a special convenience. 

‘‘The authors are careful to warn the user against certain short- 
comings which it was found impossible to provide against. 

“Thus, if for any purpose it is desired to make a complete list of 
all powers and duties of an office, the index will not be a complete 
guide, for where the statute has not named the officer who is to exe- 
cute its provisions, the index omits reference to any officer, though it 
may be clear within whose jurisdiction the administration or en- 
forcement of the act must fall. In adopting this course the authors 
were controlled by the principle that they should carefully avoid any- 
thing in the nature of a construction of statutes. It might have 
been the privilege of private indexers to be less scrupulous. 

“ For. the same reason the elaborate table of repeals and amend- 
ments at the end of the volume lays no claim to completeness; for 
implied repeals and amendments are entirely matter of construction, 
and it would require legislative authority to determine with cer- 
tainty where they occur. 

“It is very much to be hoped that the work will be continued. It 
is proposed that a second volume, when published, shall cover the 
statutes of temporary local and personal character. The student of 
legislative history would prefer an index of the general legislation 
of the period from 1845 to 1873, for which at present we have only 
the indices of the separate volumes of the statutes at large. 

“The plan for any further index has now been worked out, and 
for this Messrs. Scott and Beaman have entitled themselves to the 
gratitude of all those who have occasion to consult Federal statutes.” 


JEDIDIAH MORSE’S REPORT ON INDIAN AFFAIRS 


The Rev. Jedidiah Morse, D. D., was the father of Samuel Finley 
Breese Morse, founder of the American system of electro-magnetic 
telegraph. Among the numerous activities of the Rev. Jedidiah 
Morse was a vital interest in the subject of civilizing and Christian- 
izing the Indians, and in 1820 he was commissioned to make investi- 
gations the results of which were embodied in a report bearing the 
title, Report to Secretary of War on Indian affairs, comprising nar- 
rative of tour performed in summer of 1820, under commission from 
President of United States for purpose of ascertaining, for use of 
Government, actual state of Indian tribes in our country. This 
report is said by Ben: Perley Poore, in his Descriptive catalogue of 
Government publications, p. 149, to have been “ regarded at the time 
as the most complete and exhaustive report of the condition, num- 
bers, names, territory, and general affairs of the Indians ever made.” 
In a search to ascertain its status aS a public document some inter- 
esting facts have been unearthed. 
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The question of civilizing the Indian by giving him an education 
which should make him self-supporting was taken up by the Gov- 
ernment as early as July 12, 1775, when the Continental Congress 
appropriated $500 for the education of certain Indian youths at 
Dartmouth College (American archives, 4th series, v. 2, col. 1879). 
Further provisions for education were included in Indian treaties of 
Dee. 2, 1794, and Aug. 18, 1803 (Stat. L. v. 7, p. 48, 79). Interest in 
the question was renewed soon after the War of 1812 and recom- 
mendations were made by the House Committee on Indian Affairs 
in a report of Jan. 22, 1818 (American state papers, Indian affairs, 
V2 42). 

The first general appropriation for Indian education was made by 
act of Mar. 3, 1819 (Stat. L. v. 3, p. 516) which authorized the 
President “in every case where he shall judge improvement in the 
habits and condition of such Indians practicable * * * to em- 
ploy capable persons of good moral character to instruct them in the 
mode of agriculture suited to their situation, and for teaching their 
children in reading, writing, and arithmetic, and performing such 
other duties as may be enjoined, according to such instructions and 
rules as the President may give and prescribe * * *.” It was 
further provided by the same act that “an account of the expendi- 
ture of the money and proceedings in execution of the foregoing pro- 
visions shall be laid annually before Congress.” 

On Jan. 17, 1820, a report was submitted to the House by the 
Secretary of War (American state papers, Indian affairs, v. 2, p. 
200, 201), including among other things a copy of a circular dated 
Sept. 3, 1819, which had been addressed to those who had directed 
their attention to the civilization of the Indians, the object being 
to obtain information and to disclose the views of the President. 
Correspondence with Dr. Morse followed, and under authority from 
the President, the Secretary of War in a letter dated Feb. 7, 1820 
(H. doc. 34, 17th Cong. 1st sess., serial no. 65, v. 1; and American 
state papers, Indian affairs, v. 2, p. 278) directed him to visit the 
various tribes and ascertain their condition from a religious, moral, 
and political point of view, and to make report with recommenda- 
tions to the War Department. This report was intended to be used 
by the Department in the future application of the fund for the 
civilization of the Indians. He was engaged in this work from the 
spring of 1820 until late in 1821. 

On Jan. 22, 1822, in response to a House resolution of Dec. 31, 
1821 (House journal, 17th Congress, 1st session, serial no. 62, p. 
102), the Secretary of War submitted a report of expenditures for 
civilization of the Indians (H. doc. 34, 17th Cong. 1st sess., serial 
no. 65, v. 1; and American state papers, Indian affairs, v. 2, p. 271). 
This report shows that Dr. Morse received on Feb. 12, “1820, the 
sum of $500 toward the expense of his journey, and on Dec. 22, 
1820, a further payment of $278. 

It is interesting to note that on the day preceding the submittal 
of the above report, a resolution had been submitted (House jour- 
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nal, 17th Congress, 1st session, serial no. 62, p. 171) calling on the 
President for information concerning any agent who may have been 
employed by him to visit the Indian tribes, and for the report of 
such agent. This resolution was agreed to on Jan. 22, 1822, and at 
some time between this date and Feb. 8, 1822, Morse’s report was 
submitted to the House as indicated by the last paragraph of a 
War Department report submitted Feb. 11, 1822 (H. doc. 59, 17th 
Cong. 1st sess., serial no. 66; and American state papers, Indian 
affairs, v. 2, p. 275). 

About a month later, Mar. 5, 1822, a resolution was agreed to in 
the House (House journal, 17th Congress, 1st session, serial no. 62, 
p. 316) giving Rev. Jedidiah Morse leave to withdraw his report 
and the accompanying documents. Dr. Morse himself in the intro- 
duction to his report states that it was “at my request returned for 
the purpose of completing and publishing it under my own inspec- 
tion.” The book was printed in New Haven, 1822, the report proper 
covering 96 pages, and the appendix thereto, 400 additional pages; 
it is “illustrated by a map of the United States, ornamented by a 
correct portrait of a Pawnee Indian,” the son of Old Knife. 

The publication is not in the Congressional set, and so far as 
known the New Haven print is the only form in which it appeared. 
Although not issued by a Government printer, there is sufficient 
justification for considering this a public document in the broadest 
acceptation of that term.
